PARIS, April 8.—An internation- 

al situation is now developing in

of attacks upon his motives by the 
inspired press of Europe. 

Officials close to the President 
declare his mind is fully made up 
that unless the associated nations 
realize the danger of a compromise 
peace along the lines of expediency 
and accept the position of the Un- 
{ted States he will not be willing to 
remain any longer. 

» + Questioned as to whether the 

} President would make a public 
statement of his position within 
the next few days, 
said: 


“The results will determine that, 
and the results alone. If the asse- 
ciated powers accept the President's 
position everything is satisfactory. 
If they do not, the United States 
commission will return. to America 
after making public the reason why 
they were forced to do so.”

Hundreds of miles of posters 
will be used in advertising the 
Victory Liberty Loan in Califor- 
nia. In Northern California 
alone, more than a million pieces 
of ‘‘paper’’ will tell of the ne- 
cessity of supporting the govern- 
ment’s requgst for funds to pay 
for the war. 

An idea of the magnitude of 
the advertising campaigns of the 
Liberty Loans ean be gathered 
from the distribution figures 
just completed by the advertising 
department for the coming loan. 
These show that approximately 
105,000 large posters will be used 
in Northern California, and that 
many hundred thousands of cards 
and stickers will be used.
